INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July i.—The capita 


city of the Booster state and the home o 
the president of the republic did honor 
Tuesday to the memory of one of he 
favorite sons, whose notable career as a 
statesman was cut short just as his life's 
work had been rewarded with the second 
highest office in the gift of the American 
people. Conspicuous as Thomas A. Hen 
dricks had been in' his life-time in the 
councils of one political party, there were 
no politics in the event of Tuesday. The

business houses and private residences ol 
tha most earnest supporters of the party 
In power and the warmest friends of Presi- 
dent Harrison, were decorated just as pro- 
fusely and with as much taste as those of 
their political opponents. The various 
divisions of the parade began to form at 
their designated rendezvous, and at 1 
o'clock, when Chief Marshal Gen. Fred. 
Knefier was satisfied that all was in readi- 
ness, the signal was given by the firing of 
seven guns by the veterans stationed at 
the nort a side of the court house square 
and the beau of the column moved. 


Cbeen ior Mm. Hendrick*. 


The Metropolitan police under com- 


mand of Superintendent Travis led the 
way, 
with the chief marshal and staff and 


mounted escort close In the rear. First 
division, commanded by Col. W. J. Mc- 
Kee, was made up of the second regiment 
infantry, Indiana legion, the Indianapolis 
Light artiliery battery, the Knights of 
Pythias and the Knights of Honor, and the 
uniforms, of the military with the gay 
plumage and regalia of the civilians com 
bined to present a brilliant spectacle. The 
second division was led by the Hendricks 
club, of Indianapolis, with J. B. Curtis 
commanding. Its members marched in a 
square as special escort to the carriage 
containing Mrs. Hendricks, 
President 


Rand, of the Monument association, and 
Senator Turpie, the orator of the day. 
One continuous volley of cheers greeted 
the 
venerable widow as the carriage 


moved slowly from block to block and 
Mrs. Heudrick, who looked somewhat pale 
but fully composed, smiled and bowed her 
thanks to the right and left. Behind the 
carriage in columns of fours the members 
of the Young Men's Gray club, Cleveland 
club and Bynnm club, all of Indianap- 
olis. 


DUtlngulahed Vliltorg. 


In the third division, commanded by 


James R. Carnahan, was the visiting 
clubs from Indiana and other states. Fol- 
lowing these in the fourth division were 
carriages, four ^abreast, containing Gov- 
ernors Hill, Campbell, Francis and Hovey 
and their parties. The committees of the 
Monument association, board of trade and 
Commercial club, and the judiciary 
state, county and city officials. The fifth 
division was composed of veteran sol- 
dier*' organizations, and the sixth and 
last of the city and ward organizations of 
Indianapolis. The sidewalks along the 
line of march were packed with people, 
who heartily cheered the visiting gov- 
ernors, the clubs from abroad and the 
other features of the parade that excited 
their enthusiasm. Each division had its 
bands of music: and the numberless flags, 
banners and other devices that were car- 
ried tended to complete a magnificent en- 
semble. 


Arrival at the Monument. 


It was 2 o'clock despite the fact that, 


owing to the extreme heat, the route had 
been shortened, before the head of the pro- 
cession reached the state house grounds. 
Here almost as far a» the eye could reach, 
the spectators were solidly massed. Front- 
ing the monument a platform had been 
erected for the speakers and distinguished 
guests, while to the right was an amphi- 
theatre filled with 500 school children, the 
majority little girls in white. Company 
D of the Indianapolis Light infantry was 
posted around the upper base of the monu- 
ment, while the Hendricks' club formed a 
square around the lower base. The ap- 
pearance of the carriages with Mrs. Hen-, 
dricks and the visiting governor* was tha 
signal for the firing of a salute of nine 
guns by the Light artillery battery, and 
the exercises were forthwith inaugurated 
with an overture by the band. Then the 
school children's chorus, led by Professor 
Henry M. Butler, sang "The Model Re- 
public" with superb effect. 


The Monument Unveiled. 


Governor A. P. Hovey called the gath- 


ering to order in very few words, extend- 
ing o hearty welcome to the visitors from 
abroad, and paying a brief tribute to the 
memory of the man they had met to hon- 
or. He concluded by installing Hon. 
Frederick R* id, preaident of the Monu- 
ment association, as presiding officer. The 
latter in turn introduced Rev. Joseph S. 
Jeuke*. of St. Paul'* church, who led the 
gathering in prayer. After a selection by 
the Hendricks club band President Rand 
made a succinct historical statement nar- 
rating the circumstances under which the 
movement for the monument had origi- 
nated; the amount* contributed by the 
several states and the toUl expenditure*. 
The hymn "America" WM then rang by 
tie chorus and audience.

note,- died away Mr*. Hendrick* roue and 
gently palled the rope, causing the o*n 
vas to recede »nd disclosing the life-alie 
statue that crowned the pedestal.

Th 
Idaho bill was taken up and Vance mad 
a lone; speech in opposition to the bill 
He claimed thut the proper constitutions 
steps by the people of Idaho for admission 
to statehood, had not been taken, au< 
that the territory did not have a popula 
tion sufficiently large to entitle it to ad 
mission to the Union.

bach of New Jersey, providing that the 
chief supervisor of election for each judi 
cial district of the United States shal 
take such action as is requisite to secure 
such supervision in every congressiona 
district as is provided by the laws of the 
United States. The amendment vvas re 
jected—yeas 132, nays 188. 'Hemphill o 
South Carolina offered an amendmeu 
eliminating from the bill the provision fo: 
the United States boards of canvass, ant 
providing that from the returns of the 
supervisors, the chief supervisor shal 
tabulate and forward to the speaker of th< 
house to be submitted by liim to th< 
house, the results as they appear there 
from in each congressional district unde 
his jurisdiction, iu which this act has been 
in force. 


To Pension Army Nurses. 


WASHINGTON CITT, July 1.—The house 


committee on invalid pensions has orderec 
a favorable report on a bill prepared by 
Belknap of Michigan (by request of the 
committee) n- a substitute for the sev 
eral bills inti.ylncecl in the house for pen 
sioning arrnj nurses. The bill provides 
that all women employed by the surgica 
department of the United States as arm] 
nurses or otherwise officially recognized 
as such during the war of the rebellion 
and who rendered service in hospitals, li 
camp, or on the battlefield, for a perioc 
of six months or more, and who were hon- 
orably discharged, and who from the re 
suits of such service, or the Infirmities o] 
advancing age, are unable to earn their 
own support, shall receive a pension of 
K2 per month. 


Clara Refused to Vacate. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 1.—The order 


issued by Speaker Reed for the removal 
of all stands in tha corridors of the house 
went into effect Tuesday. Two of the 
stand keepers refused to be evicted. They 
will be dispossessed by force if necessary. 
3ne of these was Clara Morria, the old 
French womun, whose notion stand ha' 
been a familiar object in the Capitol for 
several decades. She was on hand bright 
and early Tuesday morning, and 
an- 


nounced her intention of holding out 
against Speaker Heed and the whole Capi- 
tol police force. A number of years ago

stand in the face of a similar order.

These birds are about as large as a com 


*iiou prairie chicken, of beautiful plumage 
and thuir flesh is superior iu every reaped 
for the table to the quail or common 
American grouse. These birds hatch tbre 
broods of fifteen birds each per annum 
and seem particularly well adapted to this 
climate. 
They furnish good shooting 


aud are much more difficult to kill than 
quail, pigeons, or woodcock.

would set them back 25 years. 


In conclusion, while vindicating his own 


independence, he declared that neither hio 
own district nor his own state wanted such 
a law.
